Dr. Markou is a Researcher in the Institute for Greek and Roman Antiquity at the National Hellenic Research Foundation 
in Athens. She is currently engaged, in collaboration with the University of Edinburgh, in the production of a type corpus 
of Cypriot coinage. She is also part of the team compiling the corpus of Cypriot-syllabic inscriptions for inclusion in the 
Inscriptiones Graceae series. Her doctoral thesis, on the gold coinage of the ancient kingdoms of Cyprus will be 
published later this year. This lecture will survey the material included in that work and summarise her conclusions.

The new search tool is an open source implementation of several applications used in the Library, Archive, and Museum 
communities, including Apache Solr for faceted searching. The tool enables users to interact with the ANS collection through 
keyword searches or by browsing and sorting on numerous categorical and physical attributes common to numismatics. This 
search tool connects individual objects together by these searchable attributes, allowing users to seamlessly navigate from one 
object to its relations. 


ANS Director Wartenberg explains, "The collections database is the work of a generation of expert cataloguers, and was 
originally designed to allow curatorial staff to manage the massive holdings of the Society MANTIS marks a huge leap forward 
in making this work available to the general public in a way that is easy to understand for specialist and non-specialist alike.
